THE LITTLE CORNER OF HISTORY 
IN SPIRITUALISM 


The following is taken from “The Spiritual 
Record” Vol. 1, No. 3—published in Chicago 
January 18, 1879. 


“SPIRITUAL DEFINITIONS verses 
MATERIALISM”

Tides and waves of ocean, the everlasting 
records made by Nature upon the history of the 
earth, the great geologic epochs that proclaim 
what throes and mighty agonies the earth has 
undergone in ages past; the forest trees, each 
one a living voice in its power, extending into 
the ages of the past—all mighty activities of 
nature are voiceless, powerless, void of history, 
having no interpretation but for the spirit and 
mind of man. You might see, but you would 
not interpret. You might perceive, but you 
would not question. Strata upon strata might 
be found and laid bare at your feet, but what 
save the thinking invisible crucible within you 
could associate and combine them into history? 
What could formulate the theory of geology 
but the spirit and understanding of man? Rocks 
there are; trees there are; earthquakes there 
are among the nations that neither see nor 
know nor dream of the history which is con- 
veyed. Until the quickening power of thought 
and inspiration flows through the avenues and 
channels of the brain, nature is voiceless, she 
conveys no sound. She is deaf and dumb to 
your feelings; but with the attributes of im- 
material intelligence, with the manifestation 
of spiritual power than can not be measured 
by the senses, the earth is vocal, the tree is 
alive with intelligence, every plant and flower 
has its meaning in the great cycle of existence, 
and the natural historian stands upon the acme 
of its history the prophet of the ages. If he 
understands what his position is he is the 
oracle of nature. As the astronomer, with tele- 
scope pointed heavenward, discerns by the 
sense that which his mind had premonition of 
before he worked out the problems, solving the 
question of the existence of the distant planet, 
even thus the spiritual thought extends into 
the wilderness of time, seizes hold of ultimate 
truths and sublime propositions, which after a 
time are outwrought in material ways, and 
= wonders that he has not known them be- 
ore. 

Today you are in the midst of the solution 
of these problems. Spiritual definitions are no 
longer unreal nor incomprehensible. It is no 
longer the God that is afar off, but the ever- 
present and ever-abiding spirit. It is no longer 
the miracle that is wrought in providential 
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ways, but it is an ever-abiding and ever-present 
Providence, ready to do the same thing in this 
hour and this day when it shall be required and 
needed; ready to do it intelligently, understand- 
ingly, not with accident, not simply sealing up 
the books of revelation, but opening them wider 
to the gaze and interpretation of men. Life ja 


no longer a position between two extremes 


threatening the demolition of human hope by 
the very extremes of interpretation. You are 


no longer between Gehenna and annihilation, 


You exist no longer between the two elements 
of absolute destruction and absolute perdition. 


The fires and torments of the eternal hades 


are quenched in the fountains of knowledge 
that overflow, and annihilation is blotted out 
by the intelligence that comes to you in the 
voices of the stars and in the whisperings of 
angelic visitors. A sound from the invisible 


world strikes asunder the rock of materialism 
and the fountains flow in the wilderness. A — 


voice from the realm of spirit is the echo of the 
death knell of materialism, and whosoever 


stands by the open gateway connecting the 


two worlds must see the expiration of material- 


ism on the one hand and theological dogma on 


the other. 

The earth is yearning and groaning apace, 
All those who are in abject fear or abject 
tyranny of the senses are feeling the quicken- 
ing breath and majesty of this power that is 
sweeping over the world. The materialist feels 
it and he utters a cry of absolute torture as 
his intrenchments are levelled before his eyes. 
The theologian hears it and feels it, and he 
utters a cry of fear and horror as the well- 
known landmarks are blotted out and as the 


Gehenna and literal Satan are demolished in — 


the presence of angel ministration. All forms 
of materialism fly; and as the hyena in the 


desert flees before the advancement of civiliza- — 


tion, as the expiring wolf in the wilderness flees 
at the approach of man, the death arrow having 
already pierced his side, the material elements 
in man’s nature flee before the presence of 
spiritual power; so do they turn, so do they 
writhe, so do they utter an expiring groan, 30 
do they strive to rally. Church and state feel 
the potency of these definitions. Kings tremble 
in their palaces when the spirit says that there 
is no kingdom of the soul save that which is

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THE LIFE OF 
DR. JAMES MARTIN PEEBLES

In studying the remarkable life of Dr. 
Peebles one can only wonder how a man could 
crowd so much activity and accomplishment 
into a single life-time. He was blessed with a 
long life—only a few weeks short of a full 
century, and I would like to honor him in this 

per by describing his life as “A Century of 
rogress.” 

He had a most active mind and expressed 
in many fields as follows: 


School Teacher Editor 
Minister U.S. Government 
Medical Doctor a. American 


World Missionary Indian Peace 


and Traveller Commission 
Researcher b. Consul to 
Orator Turkey 
Author 


He was born in 1822, at Whitingham, Ver- 
mont, the first of seven (7) children. The an- 
cestry was Scottish, English and Irish. He was 
a good student, and graduated from Oxford 
Academy in New York State. His forbears had 
largely been doctors and ministers, and he cer- 
amy fulfilled their expectations by becoming 

oth! 

His mind was a questioning one—especially 
on the subject of religion. 

When young, a boyhood friend passed 
away which was quite a blow to him. At the 
funeral service the officiating minister stated 
dogmatically that there was no hope for his 
soul in the after-life. The mother of the boy 
lost her mind on account of this, and James 
became embittered, and said at the time “If 
God eternally damns this noble and manly 
friend of mine I hate that God; the Devil 
could do no worse.” 

Shortly after his “conversion” and baptism 
at an early age the pious Elder Bush, under 
whose preaching James was supposed to have 
been born again—abandoned his wife and four 
children and eloped with his maid-servant to a 
nearby state. 

These unexpected developments obviously 
shook his faith. The reaction caused him to 
ponder deeply and seek other sources for 
information, such as Thomas Paine’s “Age of 
Reason.” 

All this drove him from Orthodox faiths, 
and he was attracted to the Universalist de- 
Nomination which tempered Scripture with 
reason and love. In that faith he became or- 
dained in 1846, 

The Phenomena of Modern Spiritualism 
began shortly thereafter and even crept into 
his own flock. It was his duty to investigate— 
at first with the idea there could be no truth 
in it. However, marvelous demonstrations 
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occurred, so powerful and evidential that he 
could not do otherwise than be convinced, 

The new knowledge was too vast to be con- 
fined within the Universalist Ministry which 
he had been faithful to for six (G6) years. He 
later said of the Universalist Church—‘“It was 
a beautiful faith and nothing more; I had no 
positive knowledge that ‘if man died he lived 
again,’ ” 

Intellectual honesty was most pronounced 
with Dr. Peebles and he soon found his proper 
place in the National Spiritualist Association. 
He had great spiritual assistance which en- 
abled him to literally move mountains. 

His practice of medicine continued until 
he was eighty (80) along with his ministerial 
career. He was always in great demand as a 
speaker. 

He wrote at least five (5) books which are 
all most informative, in addition to many pa- 
pers and articles, 

He served as Editor of the “Banner of 
Light,” an early Spiritualist publication. 

He travelled around the world for Spirit- 
ualism at least three (3) times, and made at 
least seven (7) trips abroad. He was the first 
public lecturer in England, Australia, and In- 
dia, on Spiritualism. 

A medium, Charles Dunn, worked with Dr. 
Peebles in his Ministry. Mr. Dunn also devel- 
oped the healing phase. Dr. Peebles received 
a very wonderful healing through Mr. Dunn’s 
mediumship that greatly lengthened his life- 
span. 

Dr. Peebles also served the United States 
Government, first on the Indian Peace Com- 
mission, and later as consul to Turkey. 

There are few people living today who can 
remember Dr. Peebles. However, the Rev. 
Arthur Myers on our National Board remem- 
bers him as a kindly old man—most partial 
to children—who held him on his lap, and 
Arthur played with his long white beard. 


Dr. Peebles was a strong advocate of the 
Lyceum, Spiritualist Phenomena, Education, 
and advised all churches they should work to 
acquire their own church property. He did not 
believe in reincarnation but did believe in pre- 
existence. Those who have heard him speak 
say he was a most forceful and persuasive 
speaker. He made friends wherever he went, 
and wherever he spoke he invariably was in- 
vited back. 


Any conscientious person preparing a bio- 
graphical paper is bound to be fearful of 
omitting something important. This is an ad- 
mission that with Dr. Peebles no one could 
write a paper on his life without leaving out 
something important.

“Spiritual Healing is the healing of the hu- 
man body through spirit power, by means of

Patience is virtue while complacency de- 
teriorates. Do something. If it is right and ad- 
vancing all is well. On the other hand if it is 
wrong, you will find it out quickly. But don’t 
quit! 

Learn from the past errors and misjudg- 
ment. The Lyceumist tell us, “Every day is a 
new beginning”. Rightly so. Try it and see. 

In our stride forward in progress, I must 
again remind our church leaders of the prob- 
lems of business. Perhaps the subjects of re- 
ports being filed on time seems like rehash. A 
school teacher once told our class repetition is 
necessary. We may not have grasped one little 
point which, when understood, permits a very 
different and better understanding. Of course, 
something may have been completely missed or 
overlooked. You may say “Oh that can’t hap- 
pen on these church reports. I’ve done them for 
years”. Remember the product of time may not 
necessarily be accumulative of knowledge. 

Times change, reports may and should 
change. Uncle Sam does become more inquiring 
and devious. The seemingly simple church re- 
ports are the only means we National Spirit- 
ualists have to retain protection for our net- 
work of churches under Ecclesiastical Laws. Be 
very sure that all of your church officers close 
and calculate your records and books effective 
December 31 each year. 

The only exception being when a different 
fiscal year is previously established with the 
proper branch of the United States Govern- 
ment and the Internal Revenue Service. As soon 
as possible after December 31, establish your 
figures necessary for filing all State, National, 
and Federal Reports. 

Some church organizations are being ob- 
served very closely (in some cases investi- 
gated). There are some seeking more revenue 
and would be quick to find defaults in churches.

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CAUTIONS AND SUGGESTIONS 


Additional Points to Bear in Mind in Paying 
Homage to the Flag. 


SALUTE TO THE FLAG 


During the ceremony of hoisting or lowerin 
the Flag, or when the Flag is passing in g 
parade or in a review, all persons present should 
face the Flag, stand at attention, and salute, 
Those present in uniform should render the 
military salute. When not in uniform, men 
should remove the headdress with the right 
hand and holding it at the left shoulder, the 
hand being over the heart. Men without hats 
should salute in the same manner. Aliens should 
stand at attention. Women should salute by 
placing the right hand over the heart. The 
salute to the Flag in the moving column should 
be rendered at the moment the Flag passes. 


SALUTE TO THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 


When the National Anthem is playea and 
the Flag is not displayed, all present should 
stand and face toward the music. Those ir uni- 
form should salute at the first note of the 
Anthem, retaining this position until the last 
note. All others should stand at attention, men 
removing the headdress. When the Flag is dis- 
played, all present should face the Flag and 
salute. 


PLEDGE TO THE FLAG 


In pledging allegiance to the Flag oi the 
United States of America, the approved prac- 
tice in schools, which is suitable also for civilian 
adults, is as follows: 

“I pledge allegiance to the Flag of the 
United States of America and to the Repablic 
for which it stands, one Nation under God, in- 
divisible, with liberty and justice for all,” is 
rendered by standing with the right hand over 
the heart. However, civilians will always show 
full respect to the Flag when the pledge is 
given by merely standing at attention, men re- 
moving the headdress. Persons in uniform 
should render the military salute.
